Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The publication entitled White Trash is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication is classified as objectionable as it promotes and supports the use of violence to 
compel a person to participate in, and submit to, sexual conduct. 

The publication is a commercially produced DVD that explicitly presents gay sexual activity. While 
it has elements of parody and dominant/ submissive role-playing, some of the aggressive sexual 
conduct it presents crosses into promotion and support of violence to compel a person to 
participate in and submit to sexual conduct in terms of s3(2)(b) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). In one scene a man is restrained, spoken to 
contemptuously and forced to have sex with two men. This scene presents as a rape fantasy that 
legitimises the rapist's view of rape: force overcomes reticence and results in the victim's 
acceptance and enjoyment of the rape and possibly even desire for the rapist. It presents rape as 
legitimate means of sexual arousal. It therefore promotes and supports the use of violence to 
compel a person to participate in, and submit to, sexual conduct. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 on 
the application of the classification criteria. The classification of this publication interferes with the 
freedom of expression, but this is an outcome that is consistent with Parliament's intention that 
publications falling under s3(2) of the FVPC Act are deemed to be objectionable. The classification 
is also a reasonable limitation on the freedom of expression that reflects the concern of a free and 
democratic society to limit the availability of publications that promote and support the above 
matters. 
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
